DAYTON, May 2, —(/Pi—Hard rams and high winds buffeted the 
Dayton-Springfield area last night, unroofing several houses, toppling 
trees, interrupting power service and damaging IO airplanes at two 
private fields in Springfield. 
Wind velocity reached 55 miles an hour in Dayton, with gusts IO 
miles an hour faster. Damage was largely in the suburban area, with 
Mad River Township east of the city hit hardest. 
At Springfield a gust of wind hurled the roof of a cottage 30 feet

the occupants, were unhurt. Roofs of several other houses and a num­ 
ber of Clark County barns were damaged extensively.

'Local Option' Clauses in Bill 
Sent To Senate for Final Action; 
Material Restrictions Cut Out

take it or leave it, was tossed over to the senate today. 
(Rep. Clarence Brown, who represents Fayette County, voted 
against the bill).

here Thursday afternoon I noticed 
how quickly the water rushed 
down the gutters and into catch- 
basins, where it quickly vanished 
and would soon be flowing down 
Paint Creek without interruption. 
Then 
I recalled 
how 
quickly 
water is drained from most of the 
farm lands in Fayette County, 
and my thoughts evisioned the j 
results of such a rain in the prim i­ 
tive days of Fayette County, when 
the 
Indians 
and 
wild 
animals 
roved this area and most of the 
region was an unbroken jungle. 
In those days heavy rainfall 
meant that thousands of acres of 
land in the county, now among 
the most fertile fields in the na­ 
tion, were converted into swamps 
as leaves and underbrush held the 
water in the low areas and there 
was little or no drainage for some 
of the land. 
One of the first things done to 
make the soil tillable after it was 
cleared off, was to cut a veritable 
network of open ditches, some of 
them many miles in length, to pro­ 
vide temporary drainage. 
Then 
came the old 
puncheon 
ditches, gopher ditches, and later 
the more permanent and satisfac­ 
tory system of tile ditches which 
now total many thousands of miles 
in the county. 
The puncheon ditches consisted 
of two upright pieces of split tim ­ 
ber on each side of a channel cut 
many feet below the surface, with 
a heavier timber placed on top of 
them, permitting the water to flow 
in the box-like opening formed by 
the three timbers. 
The gopher ditches were formed 
by a long blade to which was at­ 
tached a ball of metal, so that the 
blade might cut two feet to 30 in­ 
ches below the surface, and the 
ball of metal form a continuous 
opening 
which 
permitted 
the 
water 
to flow 
through 
without 
interruption.

Mexico. 
Why? For what? 
One reason given is that M exi- j 
co needs some of the money to ir- j 
rigate m ore land so M exicans can < 
raise m ore food to cat better. 
Since this isn’t the first loan 
to Mexico, here's the story of the 
loans. 
As w ith other Latin Am erican i 
countries, w e’ve followed a good 
neighbor policy with Mexico, our 
closest southern neighbor. 
She’s been 
borrowing 
money 
from us since 1934 from the U. 
S. E xport-Im port Bank, a gov­ 
ernm ent agency. 
The bank was created in 1934 
to m ake loans to foreign govern­ 
ments to increase, in one way or 
another, our trade with them . 
Since 1934 the bank has ap­ 
proved loans to Mexico totaling 
$98,000,000. Of that total Mexico:

M exico now is reported to w ant

This money would go into d e­ 
veloping Mexican power, irrig a­ 
tion and industrial projects. 
W hen he was inaugurated last 
Dec. I President Aleman announc­ 
ed a 6-year program in his coun­ 
try to increase irrigation there. 
To raise enough food to feed 
them selves 
properly, 
M exicans 
figure they need to irrigate six 
tim es as m uch land as they ir­ 
rigate now.

This m eans letting Mexico buy ; 
A m erican dollars when she needs > 
them and sell them back when she j 
doesn't. This is how: 
M exico, like any other country | 
doing business with us, m ust have ; 
dollars to pay for w hat she buys 
here. 
In w artim e, when she could sell j 
us m ore than she could buy, Mexi- ; 
co was able to build up a supply 
of dollars. 
Now sh es buying from us a- 
gain and using up those dollars. 
R ight now a dollar is w orth about 
5 pesos. 
If dollars get scarcer, because 
they’re used up buying A m erican 
goods, some Mexicans m ay start 
offering 6 or 7 or 8 pesos for a 
dollar. T hat would cheapen the 
value of the peso. 
If that starts, the Mexican gov­ 
ernm ent m ay w ant to buy A m eri­ 
can dollars to keep the value of 
the peso sound; five for a dollar.

President Herbert Hoover deplored the dis­ 
mantling 
of German 
munition 
plants. 
These, though posing a threat of munition 
making, could have turned out phosphorus 
and nitrogen, 
essential 
in food-raising. 
“ Europe is gasping for fertilizer,” Mr. 
Hoover added. 
A severe winter, with spring floods, has 
cut production. Mr. Hoover told reporters 
this country would have to spend 350 mil­ 
lions for relief in Europe this year. 
Herbert Hoover is recognized as know­ 
ing food needs and distribution. He has 
recently returned from a food-investigat­ 
ing tour of Europe, so his words carry a 
warning. Europe’s plight is not going to be 
met quickly or easily. Thought should be 
applied to getting that continent on its 
feet as soon as possible. If fertilizers can 
be manufactured over there, it would seem 
only intelligent American policy to see that 
no more such factories are destroyed.
